Mr.  Chairman,  Lady,  and  uentlemen, 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Redditch  Urban 
District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1963* 


During  the  year  the  general  health 
of  the  community  remained  good.  We  haul  no  serious  epidemics. 


The  Council  commenced  on  the  1st 

fipril,  (under  the  1962  amendment  of  the  National  Assistance  Act) 
to  operate  a  subsidy  of  6d  per  meal  for  all  the  meals  served  by  the 
W.V.8.  at  the  Old  People’s  Centre  in  Park  Road,  and  also  for  the  meals 
sent  out  under  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Scheme «,  6,638  meals  were  served 

at  the  Old  People’s  Centre,  and  4,791  Meals  on  Wheels  were  sent  out. 
The  service  was  extended  to  Astwood  Bank  operating  from  the  Church 
Hall,  and  963  meals  were  served  by  the  end  of  the  year.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  service  to  the  old  people  will  increase  in  years  to 
come,  and  I  think  it  represents  a  great  advance  for  District  Councils 
to  be  able  to  assist  in  this  work. 


From  the  statistical  point  of  view, 
1963  Las  been  a  year  of  consolidation  in  Redditch.  The  population 
has  increased  from  34,780  to  35^430,  but  there  is  no  great  change 
in  the  Birth  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  of  the  town. 


The  provision  of  new  housing  accomm¬ 
odation  continued  to  progress,  but  at  a  slower  pace  than  in  1962. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  unit  of  accommodation  dropped  from 
3.04  to  3*02.  This  is  a  most  useful  index  of  housing  in  any  locality 
and  Redditch  compares  very  favourably  in  this  respect.  Our  slum 
clearance  programme  continued  to  progress,  and  assuming  we  have  no 
great  staffing  difficulties  over  the  next  few  years,  the  great  bulk 
of  slums  in  Redditch  should  be  cleared  by  1963*  During  the  year 
sixteen  persons  were  granted  housing  priority  on  Medical  Grounds, 
as  opposed  to  eight  in  1962. 
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The  year  was  marred  by  the  retirement 
of  George  Smith,  on  health  grounds,  from  the  post  of  Deputy  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  at  the  end  of  March.  We  are  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  keep  his  services  as  a  part  time  assistant  in  thhe  Health 
Department,  where  his  experience  is  still  available  to  the  staff. 

At  the  end  of  th-_  year  Mr.  Hill  obtained  the  post  of  Public  Health 
Inspector  at  Droitwich,  to  our  regret,  and  we  wish  him  well  there. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Champion,  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for 
the  efficiency  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  carried  out  their  duties 
during  the  year.

One  hundred  and  six  premises  are  registered  to  retail  ice  cream  and  of 
these  four  are  registered  to  manufacture.  During  the  year  137  inspections  were 
made  and  20  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  8  samples  taken 
for  chemical  analysis.

There  are  four  provisional  grades  for  ice  cream  and  grades  1  and  2  are 
satisfactory.  Repeat  samples  of  those  in  grades  3  and  4  were  Grade  1, 

Of  the  20  samples,  16  were  Grade  1,  1  Grade  2,  2  Grade  3  and  1  Grade  4, 

Chemical  Samples 

The  minimum  chemical  standard  for  ice  cream  is  5%  fat,  7 2%  solids  not  fat. 
Of  the  samples  taken  the  highest  fat  content  was  12,4%  and  the  lowest  8.3%* 
The  average  was  10,8%,  The  highest  total  solids  content  was  28.3%  and  the 
lowest  l8.5%«  The  average  was  23*3 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS : 

Of  the  33  butchers  shops-  12  are  multiple  concerns.  Three  local  butchers 
use  licensed  slaughterhouses  situated  outside  the  district.  The  remaining 
butchers  buy  off  the  hook  from  wholesalers  operating  from  Stratford, 
Kidderminster  and  Broms grove .One  large  bacon  factory  with  facilities  for 
handling  2,300  pigs  a  week  is  situated  in  the  area  but  at  present  its  output 
is  far  below  potential  * 

100%  inspection  of  carcases  is  maintained  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
district.
